Capitol 
Bombing 
Investigated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover today 
confirmed what antiwar activ- 
ists have claimed and the Jus- 
tice Department has refused to 
acknowledge—a Detroit grand 
jury is investigating the March 
1 bombing of the U.S. Capitol. 


An Indiana man who helped 


organize the Mayday antiwar 
protests here was arrested as a 
material witness in the grand 
jury's investigation, but has not 
been called to testify. 


Larry E. Canada of Bloo- 


ming ton, Ind., has been quoted 
by friends in the antiwar move- 
ment as saying he would not 
answer questions when brought 
before the grand jury. Two oth- 
er persons have been subpoe- 
naed to appear. 


At the time of his arrest in 


late May, the Justice Depart- 
ment would not disclose the 
grand jury's purpose. 


Justice 
officials 
expressed 


surprise when Hoover, in his 
annual report today, said: 


"The 
FBI has 
conducted 


widespread 
investigation 
into 


the bombing, and federal grand 
juries in Seattle and Detroit are 
considering 
evidence in this 


case." 


The Seattle jury probe was 


acknowledged by the Justice 
Department when another anti- 
war activist, 19-year-old Leslie 
Bacon, was arrested here as a 
material witness last April. 


Miss Bacon, who since has 


been charged with conspiring to 
bomb federal buildings in New 
York City, is the only person 
known to have been called in 
the Seattle inquiry. 


She is free on bond after 


being held in federal custody 
for nearly two months. 


Mo. Lutherans 
Keep Watch 
on Doctrine

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - 


Brushing aside pressures to go 
it alone, the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod intends to keep 
working with other branches of 
that tradition, but with a closer 
watch on doctrinal matters. 


It has ordered a review of the 


work in that area, among oth- 
ers, as carried on by the Lu- 
theran Council in the U.S.A. 


In taking the action Monday 


night, the denomination's gov- 
erning convention threw out 
about 60 proposals that it pull 
out of the council, the coopera- 
tive organization of three major 
Lutheran bodies. 


The Missouri Synod is the 


most conservative among them. 


At the same time, the govern- 


ing convention of 2.8-million- 


"nnie%b'er Church took up con- 


troversial proposals to break 
communion with the 2.5-million- 
member 
American 
Lutheran 


Church, and to sharpen its own 
controls on belief. 


The "iron fist" is how the 


Rev. Dean Lucking of River 
Forest, 
HI., 
described 
the 


measure that would bind mem- 
bers to conventional doctrinal 
definitions. 


"It's 
not 
Lutheran," 
he 


added, recalling assertions by 
the 16th century Protestant re- 
former 
Martin 
Luther 
that 


councils could err and none 
could bind the conscience. 


Others 
said 
the measure 


would allow for the most exten- 
sive 
regulations 
on 
inter- 


pretations of Scripture of any 
mainline Protestant denomina- 
tion. 


At present, Lutherans are ob- 


liged to accept only the Scrip- 
tures and their historic con- 
fessional creeds. 


After an hour's debate, a de- 


cision on the matter was de- 
ferred. The eight-day con- 
vention runs through Friday. 


On another issue, the Church 


reaffirmed and made more ab- 
solute its ban on women minis- 
'ters, declaring the "word of 
God does not permit women" to 
serve in any pastoral capacity. 


He has commanded women to 


"keep silence in the churches," 
since 'Adam was formed first, 
then Eve, and Adam was not 
deceived, but the woman was 
deceived and became a trans- 
gressor,'" the resolution said, 
quoting Paul and Timothy in 
the New Testament.

Mitchell 
Raps U.S. 
Judiciary 
LONDON (AP) - U.S. Atty. 


Gen. John N. Mitchell said to- 
day the American judiciary has 
spent too much time "making 
new law and new public pol- 
icy," and too little determining 
guilt or innocence. 


Taking to task both the bar 


and the bench, Mitchell said: 
"We face in the United States a 
situation where the discovery of 
guilt or innocence as a function 
of the courts is in danger of 
drowning in a sea of legalisms. 


The judiciary, he said, should 


"recognize that perhaps it has 
been too preoccupied in the ex- 
hilarating adventure of making 
new law and new public policy 
from the bench, and that this 
function of the courts has out- 
distanced the more sober task 
of judging guilt or innocence." 


Hitting at a favorite theme in 


remarks prepared for the gen- 
eral assembly of the American 
Bar Association, Mitchell said 
both judges and lawyers have a 
responsibility to see that the 
right of an individual to a fair 
trial does not outweigh the 
right of society to speedy jus- 
tice. 


He decried what he termed 


"the Hydra of excess procedu- 
ralisms, archaic 
formalisms, 


pretrial motions, post-trial mo- 
tions, appeals, postponements, 
continuances, 
collateral 
at- 


tacks, which can have the ef- 
fect of dragging 
justice 
to 


death and stealing the very life 
out of the law." 


Mitchell called on the legal 


profession to work for solutions 
to the crowded court dockets, 
lengthy trials and numerous ap- 
peals he said are resulting in a 
"loss of public confidence in 
the courts." 


"My plea is for the profession 


to intensify its reforms in these 
conceptual areas—to revive the 
court's primary function as a 
finder of fact, to restore finality 
as one of the attributes of jus- 
tice, to breathe life into the an-

Nationalist 
China in 
Protest

TOKYO (AP) - Nationalist 


China lodged a strong protest 
today against President Nixon's 
plan to visit Communist China, 
and a South Korean spokesman 
termed the trip shocking news. 
But other Asian allies of the 
United States approved. 


South Vietnamese 
President 


Nguyen Van Thieu said he 
hoped the trip "could constitute 
a first step toward the elabora- 
tion of lasting peace for this 
part of the world." His rival, 
Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky, 
called on South Vietnam "to take 
adequate and timely measures to 
protect itself and its national 
interests." 


The report reached the Far 


East in midmorning and took 
government officials and the 
public by surprise. Newspapers 
rushed out extra editions and 
anxious callers jammed news- 
paper switchboards for details. 


Nationalist China's ambassa- 


dor to the United States, James 
C. Shen, told newsmen in Wash- 
ington he was not informed of 
Nixon's plans until about half 
an hour before the President's 
broadcast. 


His report apparently did not 


reach Taipei before the news 
reports, and at the news top of- 
ficials of President Chiang Kai- 
shek's regime went into a hur- 
ried 45-minute conference. Aft- 
erward a spokesman said the 
government had 
"lodged 
a 


strong protest to the govern- 
ment of the United States." 


Nixon's announcement sur- 


prised officials and private citi- 
zens in staunchly anti-Commu- 
nist South Korea. A spokesman 
for the Foreign Ministry said 
"it was shocking news" but 
added the government would 
withhold official comment until 
it heard from its embassy in 
Washington*
